BAT LIM MKAT IN VtlNNA. 

In the course of the proceedings 
of the GongrsM of Food and Provi- 
sions recently held in Vienna an :n* 
teresting paper, was read dcalin'^ 
with the quantitiM of food required 
for various communities. Thu.s. ac- 
cording to the Vienna correspondeni 
of the Joumal of the American Med- 
ical aft=oeiation, tlie population of 
Vienna consumes daily l,70(),()e)(J 
pints of milk and 7,000,000 pounds 
of loaves, roll.*, white and hroun 
bread and 8U0,()00 eggs. The yearly 
consumption of meat was in 1910 
280,000,000 pounds and 6,850.O00 
pounds of horse meat besides. Over 
13,OO0,OOO pounds of poultry and an 
equal quantity of venison and over 
7,000,000 pouunds of are sold 
at the martet in Vienna. During 
the last ten years tlie eonsuniption of 
meat ^tas not increased at the same 
ratea aa the population ; the rdativo 
quantity of meat per head has fallen 
by H.b per cent., while the sale of 
cereals and vegetables is very exten- 
sive and coii.stantly increasing in re- 
lation to the increase of population. 

TO AOPHVXIATt BAiaaiTtb 

Aa a consequence of the sieges 
near Paris, the possibility is being 
considered of arresting bandits in 
hiding by more practical means than 
those hitherto employed. To this 
end a study is being made at the mu- 
nicipal laboratory of asphyxiating 
liquids, which could be thrown into 
the bandits' retreats, and comi)cl 
them to come out into the open.

Haid 
an official of the bureau of plant in- 
dustry of the department of agricul- 
ture, recently, la the ahaage from the 
eopper to the solphate cet p oeads that 
haa been brought about largely 
through the eiperlmenta of this of- 
fice. The lime*Bu1iili;:r aoliitlon Ir tlii' 
leading one In use, though the self- 
boilt'd lime sulphur and the iron sul- 
pbid are stlU under Investigation. 

The apray mssetlng of the fruit by 
copper poiaOning and the foliage In- 
Jury due to the same cause had be- 
eome so sarloua that eeasMorahle at- 
tention waa devoted dariag the aear 
eons of 1909 and 1910 to testing va- 
rious spray mixtures. I-^xceptlonally 
beautiful fruit, in most cases free 
from fiinguous spots and diseases, was 
obtained from the experimental plats. 
As a result, orchardlsts have taken up 
the aprayiag with sulphur compounds 
aa a aelttllei^i e( thte fmsortaat dUB- 
enlty. 

Some injury haa occurred where 
mixture was used too stron'g or In 

cloudy weather. This was mostly on 
the tender foliage, and in hardly any 
case wan it serious. The lime-sulphur 
solution, being the most convenient 
and satisfactory to use, has been ac- 
cepted by orcliardiata for aprayiag ap- 
ples. 

Where it haa been combined with 
the arsenate of lead, generally excel- 
lent results have been obtained with 
the combined spray; but in a few 
cases, undoubetdly owing to InefRcient 
agitation, there has been some 
slight burning of the fruit, and in still 
fewer instances, of the foliage. It n 
now known to be poaslble for the or- 
chardlsta to make the limeHnilphar so- 
lution by Iwiling these materiala on 
the farm, or it can be purchased on 
the market already prepared.

Nowadays (liorc aro Creek letter 
societies in not only our collej;cs but 
oar fltting schools tho countiry over.
